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AUDITOR’S REPORT 
(Financial Statements Excluded) 


To the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Bellingham, Massachusetts 


We have examined the financial statements of the various funds of 
the Town of Bellingham for the year ended June 30, 1978 listed in the 
foregoing table of contents. Our examination was made in accordance 
with generally accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, included 
such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures 
as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


The financial statements of the Town have been prepared on the 
basis of accounting and reporting practices prescribed or permitted by 
the Bureau of Accounts of the Department of Revenue, Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, which practices differ, in some respects, from gener- 
ally accepted accounting principles as set forth in pronouncements of 
the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants and the National 
Committee of Governmental Accounting. The more significant differ- 
ences result from the reporting of revenue and expenditures on a modi- 
fied cash basis instead of on the modified accrual basis, the reporting of 
special fund transactions within the general fund instead of in separate 
funds, pension cost not being funded in accordance with the minimum 
requirements of Opinion No. 8 of the Accounting Principles Board of 
the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants, and the Town 
not maintaining a record of its general fixed assets. Accordingly, the 
statements do not present either financial position or results of opera- 
tions in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 


In our opinion, the financial statements listed in the aforemen- 
tioned table of contents present fairly at June 30, 1978 and for the 
year then ended the information contained therein in conformity with 
accounting and reporting practices prescribed or permitted by the Bu- 
reau of Accounts of the Department of Revenue, Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts (the Department), applied on a basis consistent with that 
of the preceding year. 


The accompanying supplemental information and the column on 
the accompanying combined financial statement captioned “‘Total- 
Memorandum Only” are not necessary for a fair presentation of the fi- 
nancial statements in conformity with accounting and reporting prac- 
tices prescribed or permitted by the Department, but are presented as 
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additional analytical data. The supplementary information has been 
subjected to the tests and other auditing procedures applied in the ex- 
amination of the financial statements listed in the foregoing table of 
contents, and, in our opinion, is fairly stated in all material respects, on 
the basis stated above, in relation to the financial statements taken as a 
whole.

We have examined the financial statements of the Town of Belling- 
ham for the year ended June 30, 1978, and have issued our report there- 
on dated December 22, 1978. As a part of our examination, we reviewed 
and tested the Town’s system of internal accounting control to the extent 
we considered necessary to evaluate the system as required by generally 
accepted auditing standards. Under these standards the purpose of such 
evaluation is to establish a basis for reliance thereon in determing the 
nature, timing, and extent of other auditing procedures that are neces- 
sary for expressing an opinion on the financial statements. 


Internal control refers to the organization and the method by which 
a municipality safeguards its assets and checks the accuracy and reliability 
of its accounting data. A good system of internal control provides for the 
separation of duties among employees in a manner to establish checks in 
order to ensure maximum accuracy in recording transactions, to safeguard 
the assets resulting from these transactions, and to assure optimum effi- 
ciency. It also gives due consideration to the cost in relation to the re- 
sultant protection afforded. 


Our study and evaluation of the Town’s system of internal account- 
ing control fot ehye ar ended June 30, 1978, which was made for the 
purpose set for the year preceding paragraph, would not necessarily dis- 
close all weaknesses in the system. However, our study and evaluation 
did disclose weaknesses that we believe should be brought to your atten- 
tion. 


The sections of this letter which follow explain the specific weak- 
nesses in controls and/or systems and offer recommendations for correc- 
tive action. In addition, we have commented on techniques for 
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modernization of the present accounting and management information 
systems. 


We wish to thank the Town officials and their staff for their coop- 
eration and appreciate the opportunity to serve the Town in this engage- 
ment. 


We shall be pleased to discuss our comments and recommendations 
in greater detail and will be available to arrange to assist in the implemen- 
tation of the suggested changes.

I. ACCOUNTING SYSTEM 


A. Method of Accounting 


The Town presently maintains its accounting records based on 
the state manual “‘Functions of General Ledger Accounts for Uniform 
Municipal Accounting System.’ This system, while approved by the 
Bureau of Accounts and used by most Massachusetts municipalities, does 
not conform wholly to the Municipal Finance Officers’ Association man- 
ual, ““Governmental Accounting, Auditing and Financial Reporting,” 
which is generally recognized as authoritative for the industry for proper 
analysis of financial operations and presentation of financial statements. 


The major differences can be identified as follows: 


1. Massachusetts municipalities are not required to accrue expendi- 
tures when incurred or utilize an encumbrance system whereby all 
purchase orders and other commitments are recorded when made 
to reserve a portion of the applicable appropriation and, thereby, 
prevent overexpenditure of the appropriation. 


2. Massachusetts municipalities credit or charge actual receipts and 
expenditures to estimated revenue and appropriation account, 
rather than maintain separate accounts for actual amounts. 


3. An accounting is not maintained for fixed assets. 


4. Massachusetts municipalities combine special revenue and capital 
outlay funds with general fund operations. 


Recommendation: 


We recommend that, to the extent permitted by the Bureau of Ac- 
counts and the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
the Town conform its accounting for financial reporting purposes to 
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the system outlined in the Municipal Finance Officers’ Association Man- 
ual and the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants’ Industry 
Audit Guide, “‘Audits of State and Local Governmental Units.’ Such 
compliance would provide for industry-wide comparability of Town fi- 
nancial operations. The principles developed by the Association are fun- 
damental and are generally recognized as being essential to a correct analy- 
sis of financial operations and to the proper preparation and presentation 
of required financial statements and reports. The system changes recom- 
mended would incorporate the following concepts of accounting: 


e Modified accrual basis method of accounting to encompass an en- 
cumbrance system. 


e Separate fund accounting whereby the accountability of special 
revenues from grants is more properly segregated in a separate fund 
to provide adequate financial data as to the disposition of such 
funds. A fund is defined for this purpose as a separate accounting 
entity, the operation of which is accounted for by providing a sep- 
arate set of self- balancing accounts which comprise assets, liabili- 
ties, fund balances, revenues and expenditures. 


e Accountability for fixed assets. 


B. Interim Financial Reports 


Financial reporting on an interim basis is an essential manage- 
ment teol to provide control over current operations, to determine com- 
pliance with legal and budgeting limitations and to anticipate changes in 
financial resources and requirements. 


Recommendation: 


We note that the Town officers prepare many of the reports neces- 
sary to provide management controls. We recommend that, in addition, 
a monthly report of comparison of actual and budgeted revenue be pre- 
pared. 


The comparison of actual and budgeted revenue statement gives the 
amount of revenue received during the interim period being used, the re- 
venue budgeted for the same period, and the variance between these two 
amounts. In addition, the statement should show these same items cu- 
mulatively for that portion of the fiscal year which has transpired to 
date. The actual revenues for the cumulative period to date are also 
deducted from the annual budget for each revenue source to give the 
“balance to be collected”’ during the remainder of the current year. 


In order to facilitate preparation of the above statement, budgeted 
revenues should be matched against actual revenue, by detail classifica- 
tion, in the classification ledger. 
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C. Performance Budgeting 


A review of the Town’s budgeting process indicated to us that 
Bellingham does a superior job in preparing its line-item budget. How- 
ever, we would like to suggest that the Town investigate the advantages 
of adopting a budget formulation process which many municipalities are 
discovering improves the possibility of achieving two objectives. On the 
one hand, there exists the need to satisfy budget constraints by carefully 
matching Town programs with available funds. On the other hand, an 
effort must be made to meet increasing citizen demands for more and 
better services. 


To satisfy these objectives, the budget formulation process 
can be improved to incorporate the goals of the Town as a whole and 
to measure fiscal performance in terms of how efficiently and effec- 
tively these goals have been met. 


The process requires the development of procedures that 
question the value and effectiveness of various town services instead 
of merely comparing costs and figures. Other towns have found that 
preparing a line-item listing of program costs in formulating a budget 
is no longer the best way in today’s environment of municipal growth, 
inflation, citizen involvement, government accountability and produc- 
tivity. 

Since most governments, small and large, face each of these 
pressing issues, budgets must represent not only program costs and an- 
ticipated revenues, but a cost/benefit effectiveness study for each pro- 
gram or service a town offers. This type of planning involves the town 
officers and financial officials, as well as department heads. It requires 
cohesive efforts to define town goals and objectives that will eventually 
determine budget priorities. It results in a more informed government 
and citizenry, more effective programs and, therefore, better service 
for each dollar spent. 


If our recommendation is followed, the Town should consider 


a gradual transition to a program performance budget. Initial steps might 
include: 


1. Requiring department objectives and goals in writing on forms 
designed for that purpose. 
2. Calculating a percentage increase or decrease for each line item. 


3. Justification of increases over a fiscal amount, in writing, with 
supporting documentation. 
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D. Cash Management 


Our cash management review indicated the following approxi- 
mate monthly balances in the checking accounts listed for the months 
tested:

This test pointed up the fact that there was potential for in- 
creasing the interest earned by investment of available cash. 


However, since the end of the fiscal year we have been in- 
formed by the treasurer that improvements have been made. Arrange- 
ments have been made with the Norfolk County Trust to transfer funds 
from checking account to savings account, and accounts have been op- 
ened up with the Massachusetts Municipal Depository Trust for surplus 
General Funds, and for reserves established for Unemployment Compen- 
sation, Legal Funds and Retirement Funds. 


Recommendation: 


One suggestion that we can make to assist the treasurer in maximiz- 
ing investable cash is that department heads should be responsible for 
advising the treasurer regularly as to the status of projects and the expec- 
ted payment requirements. This would give the treasurer the opportun- 
ity to schedule outflows of cash and avoid surprises of large payments 
due. 


Another suggestion is that the treasurer request the banks to be 
more competitive if they wish to do business with the Town. In other 
municipalities, bid requests from banks based on Town specifications 
have resulted in more services at less cost to the municipality. 


The following sections of this letter comment on our findings 
during the period of the audit with respect to the duties and responsi- 
bilities of the Town Accountant and Town Treasurer and include re- 
commendations for corrective action. 


Il. TOWN ACCOUNTANT’S OFFICE 


The Town Accountant’s function, as prescribed by Chapter 44, 
Section 43 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, is to keep a complete set of books in conformity with the classi- 
fication and forms prescribed by those laws. She is also responsible for 
preparing financial statements to be included in the annual town report. 
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A. State and County Aid to Highways 


Our review of state and county aid to highways indicated that 
the Town Accountant was uninformed of the status of various contracts, 
some of which have been carried on the books since 1972. In addition, 
tentative allotments were inappropriately recorded on the books as bona 
fide county aid to highway receivables while only a portion of the state 
aid to highway receivable was recorded. 


Recommendation: 


We have recommended that the Town Accountant and Highway De- 
partment address the question of the progress and completion of high- 
way aid contracts to expedite collection of highway aid funds and pro- 
perly record the status of the accounts on the books. We have been in- 
formed by the Town Accountant that substantial progress has been 
made in correcting this situation. 


Hil. TREASURER’S OFFICE 


By the provisions of the General Laws, the treasurer’s function is 
to receive all monies and to provide for their proper recording. 


- The treasurer is also responsible for the actual disbursement of 
funds on approved warrants, care of the special funds and the invest- 
ment of excess funds. 


A. Departmental Turnover Sheets 


During our examination, we were informed that the Histori- 
cal Committee does not submit a turnover sheet of their cash receipts 
to the treasurer, nor did the Police Department submit on a regular basis 
its cash receipts from gun permits, insurance permits and accident re- 
ports to the treasurer. 


Recommendation: 


We have recommended that the Historical Committee and the Po- 
lice Department turn over all receipts to the treasurer on a weekly basis. 


In line with our prior recommendation regarding cash management, 
timely deposit of all funds received will allow maximization of investment 
earnings. It also will reduce the possibility that funds may be misappropri- 
ated prior to deposit. We have been informed by the Town Accountant 
that the Police Department is now complying with the recommendation 
with the assistance of the Town Accountant’s office. 


We discovered that the Food Service Director of the School Depart- 
ment has a separate checking account. Once a week the Food Director 
turns over a check, the amount of which has been between $2,000 and 
$12,000, to the treasurer for deposit. 
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We recommend that the Food Service Director either be given de- 
posit tickets for daily deposit to the treasurer’s account, or be instruc- 
ted to turn over the Food Service Department receipts to the treasurer 
on a daily basis. First, because it is a violation of Massachusetts law for 
the Food Service Department to have its own checking account and se- 
cond, because daily deposit of the funds will enable the treasurer to 
maximize his return on investable cash. 


B. Check Numbers 


Our examination disclosed that check numbers are only listed 
on individual vouchers. 


Recommendation: 


We recommend that check numbers be included on the treasurer’s 
copy of the warrant in order to provide a better audit trail and to facili- 
tate the recordkeeping process. 


C. Tax Title and Town Possessions 


During our review, we discovered a variance between the treas- 
urer’s and Town Accountant’s records of $2,053 in tax titles and $1,928 
in town possessions. 


Recommendation: 


We recommend that the treasurer prepare an annual summary of 
total tax titles and possessions for comparison with the Town Account- 
ant’s general ledger control account. Differences should be located and 
totals should be agreed to the supporting detail. 


D. Authorized Check Signers 


In connection with our confirmation of the various bank ac- 
counts, it was noted that the former Treasurer is still being listed as an 
authorized signer with the Milford Savings Bank (for trust funds). 


Recommendation: 


The bank involved should be notified immediately of this situa- 
tion to eliminate invalid signatories. 


IV. GENERAL 
A. Purchasing 


Our examination of invoices disclosed two cases in which pur- 
chase order prices were at variance with the respective invoice prices. An 
incident was also observed where the price extension of a purchase order 
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was incorrectly calculated. Further, the Town does not cancel its invoices 
upon payment. This could result in duplicate payments. Lastly, the 
Town does not utilize a formal, centralized purchase order system. 


Recommendation: 


In order to insure that purchase order prices are compared with 
invoice prices and price extensions are accurately computed, we recom- 
mend that a stamp be given to each department head for use on all in- 
voices, which will require the department head to indicate specific ap- 
proval of price, quantity, and clerical accuracy before forwarding the 
invoice to the accountant. In addition, the stamp should provide a space 
to enter the date of receipt of goods or services and their condition. 


All invoices and supporting documentation should be cancelled by 
use of a “‘paid”’ stamp or perforator when the warrant is submitted to 
the treasurer for payment. 


A formal purchase order system should be centralized to the extent 
practical, and kept under accounting control by the use of prenumbered 
purchase orders for all purchases in excess of a dollar amount to be des- 
ignated by the selectmen. These purchase orders should be approved by 
a responsible official prior to mailing and later matched up by department 
heads with invoices when received, as previously mentioned. Significant 
benefits can be realized through controlled procurement policies as well 
as improved overview of committed funds. We have observed that some 
towns accomplish this through the establishment of a modified form of 
encumbrance system. 


B. School Department 


It was noted that the School Department currently maintains 
thirty-five checking accounts, some of which do not comply with state 
requirements. We understand that the Bureau of Accounts has recom- 
mended that they be combined in accordance with Massachusetts laws 
and that the Town accountant has communicated with the School De- 
partment concerning this matter. 


Recommendation: 


We recommend that the Town accountant, together with the School 
Department undertake further corrective action to comply with the gen- 
eral laws of Massachusetts. Since considerable time and effort is required 
to reconcile these accounts, those considered nonessential should be closed 
out. The Town accountant has informed us that initial proceedings have 
been already taken to rectify this situation. 
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C. Competitive Bidding 


During our examination, we noted an insurance contract of ap- 
proximately $2,000 which had not been subjected to competitive bidding. 


Recommendation: 


We recommend that the Town consider competitive bidding on its 
insurance contracts to make sure that its insurance costs are as low as 
possible with due consideration of the quality of service. 


D. Federal Revenue Sharing and Anti-Recession Funds 


Our examination disclosed that the Town did not publish a no- 
tice of availability of a summary of the enacted budget. This is in viola- 
tion of federal regulations. 


Recommendation: 


We recommend that the Town comply fully with the requirements 
of the revenue sharing guidelines in order to ensure that there are no 
delays in receiving entitlements. 


E. Personnel Files 


Our examination revealed that the Town does not maintain 
complete up-to-date personnel files for all employees. 


Recommendation: 


A file should be set up and maintained for each employee and 
should include employment application and authorizations for federal 
and state withholdings (W-4’s) and deductions and current rate of pay. 
In addition, the file should be updated annually. We have been in- 
formed that this recommendation has been implemented as of July 1, 
1978. 


We discovered that after payrolls of the Highway Department have 
been paid, the time cards are not retained. 


Recommendation: 


In order to provide an audit trail and to have a record to support 
payroll in the event that the federal government makes an inspection, 
or if an employee should question his pay, we recommend that the 
time cards be retained for three years. 
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F. Recordkeeping and Other Matters 


Recommendation: 


Currently, the Town does not utilize a formal chart of accounts. 

The present arrangement of accounts on the trial balance is difficult to 
follow because of the unorganized grouping of accounts. We recommend 
the institution of a numerically indexed chart of accounts that is struc- 
tured more efficiently. This procedure will improve the audit trail and 
will also facilitate the conversion to a computerized system at a later date 
should it be so desired. The Town accountant has informed us that she 
has instituted a formal chart of accounts. 


The Town does not have a formalized procedure to make sure that 
officials or employees of the Town are neither related to nor have a di- 
rect or indirect interest in suppliers and vendors of the Town. We recom- 
mend that the Town institute a procedure requiring a current statement 
by Town employees and officials that they have no conflicts of interest 
with the Town. 


We also recommend that the Town formalize in writing a policy 
prohibiting acceptance of any gift by any Town official or employee so 
as to avoid the appearance of conflict of interest. 


G. Electronic Data Processing 


Based upon our experience in commercial business and with 
other municipalities, we observed that the Town’s present accounting 
and management information systems may be improved and be more 
cost effective by computerizing them in an EDP system consolidated 
with that of the School Department. This could result in the following 
advantages: 


e More useful and responsive management reports. 
e Less duplication of clerical effort at the department level. 
e Astreamlined method for developing the Town’s budget. 


We would be glad to provide assistance in the implementation of 
this system if desired by Town officials.

We again wish to remind residents of a few of the laws which 
they should be aware of regarding voter registration, to preclude any 
future problems regarding their voting status. Some of these are: 


1. When a voter moves from one street address to another 
within the town, he is required to file a written change of 
address notice with the Board of Registrars. This can be 
done in the Town Clerk’s office and the special forms are 
availalbe there. 


2. Minors who will become 18 years of age prior to any election 
or town meeting, may register to vote before the final day of 


he 


voter registration, even though they have not become 18 
years of age on the date of registration. 


3. New residents may register to vote on their first day of 
residency in Bellingham and become immediately eligible 
to vote in all subsequent elections and town meetings, pro- 
vided the registration is prior to the deadline for the 
particular election or town meeting. 


4. Voter registration requirements are now: 


a. 20days prior to the Annual Town Meeting. 

b. 10 days prior to any Special Town Meeting. 

c. 28 days prior to a Presidential Primary, State Primary, 
State Election and National Election. 


5. Servicemen who vote by absentee ballot while in the service, 
without being registered to vote, cannot continue to vote 
after they leave the service, unless they do register. 


The School Census was again combined with the Town Census 
this year under a new state law, and both were taken simultaneously. 


All age groups were listed, from birth on up, thus enabling us to 
determine the Town’s total population, and providing for year-to-year 
comparisons. 


The Town’s total population as of January 1, 1979 was recorded 
as being 14,692 persons. This was an increase of 73 persons over the 
1978 total of 14,619. 


A tabulation of the Town’s population, back to 1925, is shown 
separately in the Town Clerk’s report. 


We again request the cooperation of all town residents in providing 
accurate information to the census enumerators when visiting their 
homes during the months of January and February. 


The information you provide is not only valuable to your town 
government, but it may also be important to you at some future time, 
if you should be required to provide your residency for various legal 
reasons. 


It is especially important to servicemen in applying for the state 
veterans’ bonus. It is also important for students who are planning to 
attend state colleges or universities and claiming to be residents of this 
state in order to obtain the lower tuition rates.

Servicemen and students, even though living away from home, are 
still considered legal residents of Bellingham unless they have established 
a permanent residence elsewhere. Their names should be reported to the 
census enumerators by their parents.

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REPORT OF THE VETERANS’ AGENT 


The Veterans’ Services expenditures for calendar year 1979 have gone 
up slightly to a total of $19,020.47. This is a change in trend compared 
to the continual decrease in expenditures over the previous eight year 
period, to a low of $17,854.09 in 1978, as shown in the following table:

It is expected that these expenditures will continue to increase at 
a fairly rapid pace in years to come, due to more liberal laws and new 
policies being established by the State Commissioner of Veterans’ 
Services. 


Although we are diligent in our continuing efforts to monitor the 
amounts and sources of recipients income, and in diverting their needs 
whenever possible through federal agencies, this cannot overcome the 
expansion and liberalization of benefits. 


As an example, in July 1979, our caseload was down to one 
veteran. In December 1979, just six months later, our caseload had 
increased to fourteen. Several of these cases involve substantial medical 
expenses which must be borne by the town. 

A budget of $42,000. has been requested for Veterans’ Services 
benefits for next year, due to these significant increases in our caseload. 
We will do our utmost to maintain expenditures at the lowest 
level possible. However, all veterans who qualify may be assured that 

they will receive the maximum benefits allowed by law.

In November, the Board of Selectmen dedicated a meeting room 
in the Town Hall Annex as the Helene B. Gibbons Memorial Room in 
memory of our former Town Accountant who so ably served the Town 
of Bellingham. Much time is being spent in interviewing applicants for 
the position of Town Accountant in order to select a person capable of 
carrying on the duties of this important office. During the interim, 
Richard Mourey, Town Accountant of Franklin, has been appointed to 
fill this position on a part time basis.

The present balance is $1,050.01. 


Retirement Reserve: 


A fund established to provide a lessening of a one time burdensome 
charge if full funding of the retirement costs is mandated. The present 
balance is $34,257.51. 


During the calendar year 1979, the sum of $79,377.28 was earned 
in interest by the timely investment of idle funds. On this date, I have 
revenue funds in the amount of $756,564.00 invested in repurchase 
agreements yielding 11%, $137,674.75, invested in the Massachusetts 
Municipal Depository yielding 13.27%, and the bond proceeds from the 
Water Well issue in the amount of $175,000 invested at 14.125%. A 
certificate of deposit in the amount of $250,000. is presently invested 
from Federal Revenue Sharing Funds paying interest at the rate of 
13.825%. Several less significant amounts of money are deposited in 
savings accounts for immediate warrant payments. The above listed 
amounts represent a grand total of $1,365,543.92 presently invested and 
earning interest on December 31, 1979. 


I again wish to commend and thank all department members and 
department heads for their continued support and cooperation during 
this past calendar year. ;

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TAX COLLECTOR 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Taxpayers of Bellingham. 


A few points of interest that I would like to bring to your attention. 


The settlement of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
taxes for the years 1961 thru 1968 is still pending, tentative agreement 
has been executed at 66 2/3% for several months, but no monies have 
been received yet. 


The efficiency of our operation is constantly being reviewed to 
maximize the productivity of our bookkeeping system. Two years ago 
we switched from longhand posting of all our cash books to typing same. 
Finding it a little slow because of the retabing involved, I called in the 
representative in charge of the firm supplying our cash sheets. After re- 
designing our cash sheets, we have eliminated all retabulation and are 
pleased with the progress in this area. 


In October of 1978 we started a program of daily deposits to an 
Interest Bearing Savings Account. These monies are turned over weekly 
to the Town Treasurer, but on a daily interest it has earned the town in 
1979, $2,181.73. That amount added to $39,268.26 collected in inter- 
est and fees in this report represents approximately 94% of the cost of 
department operations. 


We are continuing our efforts on license suspensions with Registry 
hearings in Fiscal 1979 involving 48 taxpayers amounting to 100 War- 
rants representing $17,581.00. 


I wish to thank the Board of Assessors, Water Commissioners, Ac- 
countant, Treasurer and all persons for their cooperation during the past 
year. Special recognition goes to the employees in my department for 
their untiring efforts and perseverance.

The Auxiliary Police have had an exceptionally busy year, 
especially in the trouble areas in town. We have assisted the regular 
Police Department in many ways in order that they may be free to 
carry on with their regular patrols. We have assisted at accidents for 
traffic control, felled live wires due to ice storms, vandalism, crowd 
control, etc. We have assisted other towns for traffic and crowd control. 
Fifteen men assisted the town of Saugus, MA at their Anniversary Day 
Parade, 16 men assisted in the town of Hopkinton, MA at the Marathon, 
4 men assisted in the city of Boston at the Papal Visit. 


Thirty men have completed the American Heart Association 
cardiopulmonary resusitation and emergency cardiac care course. This 
course is mandatory for all auxiliary police members. We wish to take 
this opportunity to thank Robert Provost, Richard Marcoux, and one of 
our own members, Harold Beardsworth, for taking the time to instruct 
us. I urge town residents to participate in a C.P.R. course. It may save 
a life. 


All members have completed the F.B.I. firearms instruction course. 
The Auxiliaries qualify twice a year at the Hopedale Gun Club. Two of 
our members are instructors, Lt. Gordon Brown and Sgt. Walter 
Lewinski. Weapon handling is stressed very strongly. 


We have logged 20,643 miles with our auxiliary police cruiser and 
2,565 man hours. This cruiser patrols school grounds and all town 
properties and assists the regular Police Department in emergencies. 


All football games, basketball games, school dances and non-profit 
organizations have used our services at no remuneration throughout the 
year. To total the hours we gave would be too numerous to mention. [| 
would like to take this opportunity to thank the organizations who have 
shown their appreciation to us. 


Training classes and films on police procedures are implemented at 
every Other meeting.

Firefighter Oscar Trudeau retired this year after 43 years of 
dedicated service to the fire department. We wish him the very best 
in his future years ahead. 


Fire Department Activity 


The Fire Department responded to 41 building fires; 12 household 
appliance fires; 101 box alarms; 97 vehicle assistance calls; 168 investiga- 
tions; 532 grass, brush, etc.; 114 special details; and gave mutual aid to 
Mendon-2; Blackstone-2; Franklin-1; and Milford-1. The department 
handled 822 calls in the Rescue Division. 


Total calls for 1979 were 1999; compared to 2081 in 1978; 1615 
in 1977; 1548 in 1976; 1550 in 1975 and 1273 in 1974. Also the 
department issued, after inspection, 106 permits. The total is inclusive 
of these. 


Building fires were broken down as follows: 10 chimney fires; 15 
house fires; | barn fire; 3 garage fires; 4 shed fires; 2 mill fires; 5 oil 
burner fires; and | school fire. 
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Appliance fires were broken down as follows: 10 oven/stove fires; 
1 dishwasher fire; and | dryer fire. 


Box alarms were pulled for the following: malicious false alarms-72; 
accidental/malfunction-17; brush fires-8; building fire-1; medical emer- 
gency 2; and waterflow sprinkler alarm-1. 


Vehicle assistance calls were broken down as follows: fires-45; 
accident washdown and standby-48; miscellaneous. 


Rescue calls were broken down as follows: 484 home emergencies; 
223 accidents; 48 mutual aid (TO: Franklin-18; Blackstone-6; Milford-1; 
Mendon-| and FROM: Franklin-17; Blackstone-3 and Medway-2); and 
67 miscellaneous calls. 


Inspections and permits 


Inspections were made of businesses, and where needed, correc- 
tions were recommended. Several types of permits were issued along 
with inspections. They were as follows: 43 for fuel oil storage; 16- 
home fire alarm; 22-for storage of LP gas; 2-blasting permits; 5 for 
storage of smokeless powder; 7 for storage of black powder; 2 in accord- 
ance with Chapter 148 Section 38A of the Mass. General Laws for the 
removal of underground tanks which were used for the storage of 
gasoline; and model rocket permits-9. In addition to the above permits, 
473 open burning permits were issued. 


Fire Prevention and Safety 
All schools were inspected and the four required fire drills were 


held. During fire prevention week, fire personnel visited all schools and 
lectured on fire safety and exit drills in the home. Chief Ranieri, via the 
news media, ran a weeklong program on the history of fire prevention 
week, smoke detectors, Project EDITH (exit drills in the home). 


Various fire prevention materials including ‘““Tot Finders’’, guide- 
lines on safe installation of wood burning stoves, etc. were distributed 
to many residents during the year. 


Various seasonal safety articles were run throughout the year: Safe 
Fueling of Lawnmowers; Halloween Safety Tips; Christmas Safety Tips; 
Maintenance and Proper Use of Heating Devices, etc. 


Various first aid lectures were presented by the Chief and other 
members of the Fire Department to various Town and civic groups. 


The Chief is pleased to announce that building fires for 1979 were 
down considerably from the previous year 1978. In 1978 there were 
85 building fires; in 1979 there were 41. This is better than a 50% drop 
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in building fires for 1979. The fire prevention talks as well as inspec- 
tions is believed to be the major factor in the decline. Education of the 
public both young and old is a must if we are to combat the loss of 
structural property. Fire Prevention is a very important part of life 
safety. 


Vehicles and Training 


A scheduled daily, weekly, and monthly maintenance program of 
all vehicles and equipment was held throughout the year through the 
cooperation of the permanent firefighters, especially Leonard Hadley, 
and most of the vehicles are in relatively fair shape considering their 
age. The fire department has requested the purchase of a pumper in 
1980 to replace a 1960 Ford 750 g.p.m. pumper. A replacement pro- 
gram is set up to replace a 1954, 1960, 1969 and 1973 fire trucks as 
well as the Rescue vehicle. The Insurance Services Office in their last 
study recommended that vehicles be updated with the older vehicles 
taken from active service. A 1979 G.M.C. Emergency One Inc. pumper 
was put into service on October 3, 1979. This replaced a 1950 Ford 
truck 


The callmen completed the fall training schedule for 1979. All 
personnel were recertified as first responders and in cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation. Training sessions will be held in the spring and fall of 
1980. The officers and men are to be commended for their sincere 
dedication that they have shown. 


Numerous fire personnel including the Chief attended various 
seminars, and college courses related to the fire service. These per- 
sonnel are to be commended for their continuing effort to better 
educate themselves so as to better serve the citizens of Bellingham. 


Through the generous efforts of the Kiwanis Club and the Jaws 
of Life fund the department was the recipient of a U.H.F. radio for 
rescue to hospital communications. Also received were three cardio- 
pulmonary resuscitation training mannequins and training slides as 
well as a stokes stretcher. Denny’s Liquor Warehouse donated a C.P.R. 
board. 


Fire Alarm Division 


Fire Alarm Superintendent William Borkowski reports that at the 
present time there are 44 street boxes, 17 master boxes, 3 station boxes, 
and 3 private company boxes. Various crews under the direction of the 
Supt. performed maintenance throughout the year, including testing 
boxes, tree trimming along circuit lines, daily ground readings, etc. 
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Buildings 

As the department grows stations should be considered for replace- 
ment. The Insurance Services Office has recommended a long-range plan 
for the replacement of the Town’s three stations. Presently there exists 
a study committee for the relocation of the Police Department with a 
remodeling and takeover of the existing police station building by the 
Fire Department. Although this will allow more personnel room, it does 
not ideally allow apparatus space. Any future replacements should be 
located as outlined by the Insurance Services Office. 


Other 


The Chief turned in the sum of $1,243.69 to the Town Treasurer 
for 1979. The amount is broken down as follows: Oil burner fees- 
$86.00; Fire Insurance Reports to Insurance Companies-$80.00; Resti- 
tution for the setting of fires through court action-$69 .95; Restitution 
for illegal burning-$183.08; Restitution for False Alarm-$84.63; and 
Insurance Reimbursement for damage to Fire Alarm Circuits and 
changeover from numerous car accidents-$640.03 and Reimbursement 
for lost wages-$100.00. 


The Police Department has been very cooperative in assisting with 
various charges brought up against individuals as well as in assisting fire 
and rescue personnel at emergency scenes where required. The biggest 
case of fire this year was the solving of the Macy School fire which was 
set in the school by vandals. Through the efforts of the Fire Chief and 
Detective Richard Boucher and other police personnel, the responsible 
parties were apprehended and charged with the crime. The parties were 
tried and found guilty. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Police Department, 
and other Town Departments for their support. Particular appreciation 
goes to the firefighters, both permanent and call, for their sincere dedica- 
tion and cooperation in my efforts to better serve the citizens of 
Bellingham. May 1980 be a fire safe and prosperous year for all.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS AND HIGHWAYS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Bellingham: 
The following is my report for the year ending December 31, 1979. 


The year 1979 was a relatively mild year for snow removal with 
only four plowable storms recorded by this department. We did have 
numerous sanding and salting storms which were handled as quickly as 
possible. I think the men of the Highway Department did another fine 
job in keeping the roads of Bellingham in as safe a condition as possible 
for our citizens as well as for motorists passing through. 


This year was the first full year of use of the 40’ x 84’ salt shed 
built by the State at no cost to the Town. It proved useful in keeping 
the sand and salt dry, making it easier to use and also reducing the pos- 
sibility of polluting our wells due to stockpiles. 


The Central Mass. Transportation Planning Staff has contacted the 
Board of Selectmen in reference to reconstruction of Center Street from 
South Main Street to Pulaski Boulevard. The funds for the project have 
been set aside, the design stage is almost complete and the public hear- 
ing and advertising for construction should be completed very shortly. 
The project has been moved up and targeted for completion in two to 
three years. 


The asphalt that is used for maintenance and construction is made 
from crude oil and is, therefore, subject to all price increases that are 
being felt by increases in the price of gasoline. This means that we get 
less work done with the same amount of monies when comparing com- 
pleted work of previous years. We have had to put off some of our pav- 
ing projects to following years because of the increased costs. 


The Highway Dept. is asking for a new dump truck and new sander 
in this year’s capital outlay budget. The truck would replace a 1963 
dump truck and the sander will replace a 1965 sander that has completely 
rotted out due to the corrosive action of sand, salt and chemicals. 


Next year some thought should be given to buying a new front end 
loader as the one presently in use by the Highway Dept. is ten years old 
and is no longer being manufactured. This makes it difficult to get parts 
as they are no longer being manufactured. This piece of equipment is the 
backbone of any Highway Dept. and has to be kept running at all costs. 
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I would like to take this opportunity to again express my apprecia- 
tion to all employees of the Highway Dept., the Police Dept., School 
Dept., Water Dept., the Board of Selectmen, the Secretary of the Board 
of Selectmen, the Town Accountant, Town Counsel, the State and 
County Engineers and the Finance Committee for the fine cooperation 
and assistance given to me this year.

VACS is a comprehensive community mental health and retardation 
center offering residents of Bellingham a broad range of diagnostic and 
counseling services, mental health information and community education 
programs.

REPORT OF THE BLACKSTONE VALLEY 
YOUTH GUIDANCE CENTER 


For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1979, the number of hours of 
direct service to clients from Bellingham was 2,563. This represents an 
increase of 19% over the previous fiscal year. These figures are broken 
down in the attached statistical report. 


The Center provides specialized psychological evaluation and direct 
treatment to children and their families referred by schools and other 
community agencies. After initial intake,a two to four hour home session 
is held in which the entire family is present. When appropriate, a multiple 
contact therapeutic process is undertaken. 


Approximately 10% of cases lend themselves to short term crisis in- 
tervention treatment. The majority of cases, however, involve multiple 
contact psychotherapy in an extended on-going therapeutic process. 
Extensive consultative contacts in person and by phone with schools, 
social agencies, courts, etc., are essential to case management with child 
clients and their families. 


Rina Dubin, our chief psychologist, is now providing consultation 
to the Bellingham school system on a regular basis. This new service is 
made possible because of expansion of staff. We hope to provide this 
service to all towns in the near future.

REPORT OF THE PERSONNEL BOARD 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Personnel Board continues to meet once a week and in certain 
instances, such as contract negotiations and applicant interviews, meets 
as often as needed to complete the work expeditiously. 


A new contract for the Town Hall employees was negotiated and 
signed by both parties. The most significant factor of this contract was 
the establishment of a wage and salary plan which includes a job descrip- 
tion of all Town Hall positions, a job evaluation plan which is used to 
determine the point values of the job, and finally, a five-step wage and 
salary schedule. Contract negotiations with the Bellingham Police Asso- 
ciation commenced in December; the current contract expires June 30, 
1980. 


The Personnel Board also welcomed a new board member, Mr.

The Finance Committee urges all citizens of the Town to attend 
the Annual Town Meeting and to follow the Finance Committee recom- 
mendations. We have tried everything possible to keep the tax rate 
down and to minimize unnecessary expenditures while providing maxi- 
mum benefits to the citizens of Bellingham. We are happy to report a 
tax reduction for the present fiscal year, but a shortage of available 
funds makes it exceedingly difficult to keep the tax rate down without 
your support at the Annual Town Meeting. 


Proposition 13 in California and Proposition 2% and other plans in 
Massachusetts are a reflection of the mood of many taxpayers and we, 
as Finance Committee members, are mindful of the message that they 
convey.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee reorganized after the annual town election 
in March of 1979. Two new members were welcomed to the board; Mrs. 
Lynda V. Martell and Mr. Henri O. Masson. 


The Committee meets on the second and fourth Tuesday of the 
month in the library of Memorial Jr.-Sr. High School. 


As in past years, the members have served as liaisons to various sub- 
committees; budget, negotiation, curriculum and many others. By so 
doing they have gained first hand knowledge and have kept appraised of 
activities. 


This year we opened the newly renovated administration offices in 
the old South School. This has made for a more streamlined operation. 
Additional renovations are still being done on the second floor, and we 
anticipate completion this year. All work is being done by the Black- 
stone Valley Regional Technical School. 


This year a major portion of the Committee’s time has been spent 
in a search for a new superintendent to succeed Anthony C. Minichiello, 
our Superintendent, teacher and principal for thirty-five years, after he 
had announced his intention to retire in late 1980. A search has been 
underway, and we anticipate making a selection in February, 1980, and 
have a new superintendent on board by July, 1980. 


The Committee continues to operate in the best interest of the citi- 
zens of the town to provide the best education for our students, so that 
they will be prepared to meet the challenges of the future.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Committee: 
I am pleased to submit this, my twenty-first annual report. 


Some of the influences that have affected our progress this year- 
the year of the child--are space, reduction in force, declining enrollment, 
and the uncertainty of our economy. In spite of these forces, our pursuit 
of excellence in education should continue lest we break faith with our 
students whose education is in our hands. 


We have had to reorganize our grade structure because of our space 
problem. We have withdrawn all seventh-grade students from the Junior- 
Senior High School and assigned them to the elementary section. The 
result of this action freed up spaces at the high school building and elim- 
inated double sessions. However, the high school continues to be crowded 
and some course offerings have had to be curtailed or are not available to 
students. Concurrently, in order to accommodate seventh grade, we have 
had to increase class sizes at the elementary level. Rather paradoxically 
this occurs while our enrollment is in decline. We continue to lease the 
Assumption School which houses grades 5-7 with a total enrollment of 
333 pupils. 


No one can say with certitude what trend school enrollments will 
take in the immediate future. There are too many unassessed variables 
that demographers must take into account. All this coupled with an 
unstable economy makes quality education more difficult to achieve 
and maintain. Our enrollment by grade as of October 2, 1979, follows:

In addition to changes previously mentioned, other changes of sig- 
nificance have occurred. 


On February 27, 1979, Mr. Roger W. Canestrari was appointed to 
the Principalship of the Junior-Senior High School. Mr. Canestrari pre- 
viously served as Assistant Principal of the Junior-Senior High School 
for nine years. 


On May 14, 1979, Mr. Paul Kearnan was appointed to the position 
of Assistant Principal. He was previously the math department chair- 
person. 


The student body made adjustments to three major policy changes. 
An attendance policy was adopted that has reduced the average daily 
absenteeism by more than 5 percent. The elimination of the three year 
graduation and of senior privileges were major changes that required ad- 
justments on the part of students and teachers alike. 


The results of the evaluation of our high school were received in 
April, 1979, from the New England Association of Schools and Colleges. 
A continuation of accreditation was granted for 2 years by this associa- 
tion. Our staff is busy implementing recommendations by the associa- 
tion in preparing a two year report. 


A major concern of the visiting team was the lack of detailed cur- 
riculum guides in all areas of instruction. To comply with that recom- 
mendation the administration and faculty have begun to work on writing 
curriculum guides, and expect to complete that task during the summer 
of 1980. 


Due to the grade reorganization within the school system, the guid- 
ance department at the secondary level now includes four counselors 
who handle students in grades 8-12. With this reorganization comes a 
renewed emphasis on career planning which is strongly reinforced by 
the Career Resource Center, established one year ago under a federal 
grant. Asa significant adjunct to the high school guidance department, 
the Career Center offers students the opportunity for detailed research 
into career possibilities through the use of catalogs, pamphlets, micro- 
fiche, and the M.O.1.S. computer terminal. 
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In the fall of 1979, three exchange students were hosted by Bell- 
ingham Memorial High School. These young ladies, one from San Salva- 
dor and two from Brazil, spent 3 months at our school. Mr. Hamilton is 
the coordinator of the exchange program. 


For the first time student choices in our elective program are limi- 
ted to their particular area of concentration, viz., college bound, business 
and general students. 


The Foreign Language department has found that enrollment has 
increased again this year. The largest increase was in the newly added 
conversation courses in French and Spanish. The main purpose of offer- 
ing these courses was to give our students a “real-life” type experience. 
By mastering conversation, students will be able to handle themselves 
in day to day situations. Many of our non-college bound students have 
enrolled in these conversational courses. All five foreign language clubs 
are continuing to offer students extra-curricular activities and cultural 
awareness. The Latin club sponsored a Roman banquet that was en- 
joyed by club members and their families. 


The Business department’s two student organizations, Office Edu- 
cation Association and Distributive Education Clubs of America en- 
joyed a very successful year. O.E.A. members received 28 state awards 
in the various business competencies. Ten students competed at the 
National O.E.A. Conference, which was held in Ohio. Bellingham stu- 
dents received awards in Job Occupational manual, Data Processing, 
Keypunch, and Stenography. Miss Janet Robidoux, a junior at the 
high school, was elected the state DECA president. DECA students 
received 28 regional awards and 5 state DECA awards. State award 
winners attended the 1979 National Conference held in Houston, Texas. 


During 1979 our Science department saw a dramatic increase in 
students selecting science courses. This was due, in part, to the increase 
of graduation requirements in science from one to two credits. Field 
excursions have taken students to the Boston Aquarium and various 
beach sites as part of our successful Marine Science program. The Sci- 
ence department sponsored an assembly program entitled ““Energy 
Today and Tomorrow.” 


Mr. Christie and Miss Manning took part in a workshop for gifted 
and slow learners. 


Mr. Cohn and Mr. Beaulieu served on visiting committees from the 
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Science department for the N.E.A.S.C. 


For the first time our Audio Visual department has begun to tape 
educational programs in color on video cassettes. Within the 1979 school 
year the Audio Visual department added over 30 more hours of recorded 
educational programs of black and white video tape. 


Two new art courses, Graphics and Folk Crafts were added to the 
art curriculum, to further enhance the variety of the existing programs. 
At a spring art festival in Holliston, Bellingham was represented by seven 
students. Three of those students will have work published in a new 
anthology, “Winning Art Drawings.” Several students had their work 
on display at the annual joint conference of the Massachusetts Associa- 
tion of School Committees and the Massachusetts Association of School 
Superintendents. The conference was held in Hyannis in October. 


The Home Economics department took an active part in the annual 
art show held during the spring. In June, 1979, the department lost the 
services of one teacher through reduction in force. As a result many stu- 
dents were unable to be scheduled in the Foods and Clothing courses. 

A new course, Independent Living was added to the Home Economics 
curriculum this year through a federal project grant received by the de- 
partment. Materials received through the grant included a microwave 
oven, 2 sewing machines, many filmstrips, and related teaching aids. 


The Industrial Arts department, this past year, was reduced by one 
staff member. Mr. Albert Bowers lost his position in the department 
due to the reduction in force policy. Industrial Arts continued to ser- 
vice large numbers of students at the high school. Nineteen Hundred 
and Seventy Nine saw over 1000 students enrolled in Industrial Arts 
courses. Mr. Wade, who was largely responsible for the growth and suc- 
cess of the department, resigned this year. Though his services will be 
missed, his replacement, Mr. Robert Provost, who has served in the de- 
partment for 13 years and possesses the required expertise, will con- 
tinue upgrading and expanding the Industrial Arts department. 


Mr. James Bonollo was appointed to the newly created position of 
Physical Education Department Chairperson this year. Mr. Bonollo has 
begun work on developing a curriculum for grades 8-12 with a possibility 
of incorporating an outdoor education program into the curriculum. 
Miss Janet Graham from the department served on a visiting team com— 
mittee for the N.E.A.S.C.

The Social Studies department introduced a new course this year 
entitled Youth and the Law. The popularity of the course is evident by 
the more than 150 students who have enrolled in the course. The de- 
partment, in conjunction with the student council, held a school wide 
election to send a student representative to the State House in Boston. 
The student elected was William Thornton. 


The Athletic department was reorganized in 1979. With the elim- 
ination of the position of Coordinator of Health, Physical Education and 
Athletics, two separate positions were created; that of Athletic Director 
and Physical Education Department Chairperson. The transition in the 
administration of the Athletic department has been smooth with few 
problems. Two additions to the winter sports program, freshman girls 
basketball and junior varsity hockey, will serve a two fold purpose: 

1) as a feeder system to their respective varsity teams, and 2) allows 
more opportunities for student participation. 


The Math department underwent some personnel changes this past 
year. Mr. Gilbert Trudeau was appointed department chairperson re- 
placing Mr. Kearnan; and two new staff members were added to the de- 
partment, Mrs. Joyce Greene and Mrs. Linda Beck. The Math depart- 
ment has a very active Math Club under the direction of Mr. Roy Fox, 
advisor. This past spring, the math team for the first time, reached the 
playoffs of the Southeastern Massachusetts Math League. The Math 
Club also participated in Math Day at Bridgewater State College. 


The school library continues to have space limitations. New shelv- 
ing will be installed in the equipment room during the Christmas vaca- 
tion. Special services teachers and tutors continue to use the library 
conference rooms. Many activities sponsored by other departments have 
been held in the library: a fashion show, artist at work demonstrations, 
leadership conference, annual math tests and other guidance sponsored 
tests. A part-time aide has been hired to assist Mrs. Kelley in the opera- 
tion of the circulation desk as well as assisting in the general operation 
of the library. This allows Mrs. Kelley more time to assist students and 
teachers in the use of library services. 


A class of 239 seniors plus 25 juniors completed graduation in 
June, 1979.

As indicated previously, seventh grade students were assigned to the 
elementary section with the opening of school in September of 1979. 
Preparations for this move began in March with staff and administra- 
tors working together to insure that this transition would go smoothly. 
The culmination of this effort was a summer workshop of sixth and 
seventh-grade teachers who translated the final seventh-grade program 
into curriculum objectives that were added to the existing elementary 
curriculum guides. Thanks to the efforts of the elementary staff and 
junior high staff, the addition of the seventh grade to the elementary 
section has achieved success to the fullest extent possible. 


The Curriculum Study Committee, created by the School Commit- 
tee, presented its findings. It singled out the philosophy of individual- 
ized instruction as one of the main reasons for the success we are ex- 
periencing. We inaugurated this method several years ago. The posi- 
tive recommendations made by this committee are being implemented 
as of this writing. 


Two committees of teachers and parents have been meeting with 
the Director of Elementary Education; one to look into the develop- 
ment of a program for gifted children, and the other to assess the 
success of the K thru 7 program and made suggestions for possible 
further reorganization. 
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Our health staff has conducted or assisted in clinics sponsored by 
the Board of Health. All students participating in certain extracurri- 
cular activities are examined by our school physician, Dr. Thomas N. 
Maki. This year Dr. Maki adminstered 267 sports physicals, 67 physi- 
cals to kindergarten children, 165 third graders and 168 sixth graders. 


Oral polio booster clinics were held in April. Hearing and vision 
tests were given to all elementary students. This is a simple screening 
procedure. Students who fail are retested and results are forwarded 
to the parent. Conferences are held between nurse or teacher and 
parent at the latter’s convenience. 


We maintain health records-including an allergy list and a handi- 
capped list--in the event that an emergency should occur. Personal 
hygiene instruction is given in our health classes as well as being the 
daily function of our school nurses.

MINIMUM AGE FOR ENTRANCE TO KINDERGARTEN 


The child shall attain the age of five during the calendar year in 
which he intends to enroll in kindergarten. 


A child transferring from another school system’s kindergarten 
class whose entrance age requirement is lower than that in Bellingham 
should have had regular experience in a public school kindergarten at 
least until the Thanksgiving Recess and may be registered for entrance 
into kindergarten not earlier than the first public school day after the 
above-mentioned recess. In addition, a statement shall be required from 
the previous school attended that the child is capable of doing kinder- 
garten work, and has been in attendance a minimum of 75% of the 
school year. If, after a reasonable time the adjustment is not satisfac- 
tory, in the judgment of the Superintendent of Schools, the child shall 
be dropped from the rolls.

At least two (2) members of said Personnel Board will, whenever 
possible, be qualified by reason of experience in labor relations or 
personnel administration.”

Each member 
of the Personnel Board appointed shall serve for a term of three (3) 
years and the appointments shall be so staggered so that no more 
than two (2) nor less than one (1) of said members’ terms shall ex- 
pire in any one year. Each annual appointment shall take place not 
later than thirty (30) days following the adjournment of the Annual 
Town Meeting. At least two (2) members of said Personnel Board 
will, whenever possible, be qualified by reason of experience in 
labor relations or personnel administration.”
